Now  that  the  Dresden  cunreroiice  has 
decided  that  quarantines  are  ineflcctive 
against  cbolera,  and  as  some  of  the  princi- 
pal European  nations  have  accepted  this 
concliisioii,  we  trust  sometliing  further  will 
be  done  touard  the  settlement  of  the  quar- 
antine vexations  liere  in  Soulli  America. 
Sanitary  science  is  steadily  movini;  it,  the 
direction  of  permanent  local  prevention, 
through  which  artificial  restrictions  on 
travel  become  as  unnecessary  as  thov  are 
futile.  Cholera  has  been  known  to'  pass 
the  most  rigid  quarantines,  while  it  has 
been  easily  kept  at  bay  by  simple  local 
precautions,  as  was  the  case  in  England 
last  year.  And  if  this  is  true  of  chillera. 
ivhy  is  it  not  equally  true  with  yellow-lever  ? 
The  quarantine  restrictions  tm  this  coast 
arc  becoming  more  genei-al,  costlv  and 
i-esatious  cvei-y  year.  They  are  causing 
serious  inconveniences  to  tiavelleis,  and 
intolerable  burdens  to  commerce.  As  a 
rule,  their  hardships,  risks  and  losses  fall 
most  heavily  on  parties  who  are  in  no  wise 
responsible  for  the  alleged  exposure  to  in- 
fection. It  is  ine.xcusably  unjust  that  the 
innocent  should  be  longer  compelled  to 
endure  these  vexations  and  losses,  and  we 
hope  therefore  that  the  con,mercial  nations 
ol  the  workl  will  unite  to  abolish  the  evil 
altogether.

tos.      But,  at  the  same  time,  what  arc  we  to 

say  of  the  Oeste  de  Jtinas  directors  ?     This 

transaction,  on  the  face  of  it,  is  a  loss  lo  that 
companyofovcr  20,000,000$.     Still  further, 

the  nominal  amount  of  the  loan  is,  sav, 
£  3.7°o,ooo,  or,  at  12  yid.,  about  70^000'- 
000$.  On  this  sum  it  has  undertaken  to 
pay  5  per  cent  per-  annum.  And  yet  the 
diiecloi-s  have  realized  only  a  little  over  one 
half  that  sum  as  the  proceeds  of  the  loan! 
This  certainly  is  far  hdin  being  a  "brilliant 
operation."  \\'e  can  not  behove  that  these 
gentlemen  are  such  blind  anil  hopeless  fools 
as  this  operation  implies,  consequently  the 
Tieasury  must  have  given  something  more 
than  the  bare  20  pence  announced  in  the 
press.  Were  they  such  fails,  then  the  minis- 
ter could  hardly  claim  ci-edit  for  taking 
advantage  of  them  in  this  manner;  hence  the 
brilliancy  of  this  financial  operation  must 
ansaction.
